Claims 

medical treatment device tor application of light to Uie skin, comprising: 
v a light source for creating a spatially dispersed field of light; 
\ a power source for providing power to said light source; and. 
I a optically transparent medium for contact with the skin to transmit said light to said skin. 

2. \A device as claimed in Claim 1, wherein said medium comprises a transparent plate. 

3. A device as claimed In Claim 1. wherein said medium comprises a gel. 

4. A device as claimed in Claim 1 , wherein said medium comprises a transparent plate, 
and further comprises a gel beneath said transparent plate. 

5. A device as claimed in Claim 1, further comprising at least one element for directing 
ligfotfrom said spatially dispersed field of light
